Mutual live 
stock 
insurance was 
the first form of 
agricultural co-op­ 
eration to develop 
in 
this country , 
and in some others. It appeared along 
the Atlantic seabord, but has moved 
steadily westward until it is found in 
practically every part of the country. 
The mere fact that it is so prevalent 
is pretty good proof that it is needed, 
but it is not nearly so urgently need­ 
ed in this country as it is in Europe, 
where it has reached 
a 
very much 
created development 
that has many 
lessons for us. Many a man in Europe 
would be left destitute or at least em­ 
barrassed for life by 
the 
loss of a 
horse or a cow not covered by insur­ 
ance. Many a man 
who 
prefers to 
buy one good cow 
would 
buy two 
poorer ones for fear 
the 
one good 
one wpuld die and lie would lose all 
he had if he could noi protect him­ 
self by live stock insurance. In Eng- j 
land he may insure not only the cow { 
but practically everyt hing else on the j 
farm, from the laborer in the field to 
the bees in the hive. 
Conditions hi this country are ev­ 
e r y year becoming 
more 
and more 
like those across the water, 
which 
demands such a great development of 
live stock insurance. Free farm land 
is no longer of v e r y good quality, and I 
soon the government will have none at J 
all. Competition will be keener and t 
Keener and the 
struggle 
will 
not 
It.ager be to amass a farm-made for­ 
tune, but only to make a living and 
keep what we really 
have, 
at least 
for most of us. 
Under 
such circum­ 
stances live stock insurance, not a 
desirable thing, 
will 
become

bs vc to decide whether to join a mu- 
Mud company or patronize a commer­ 
ced company. 
In some of the older countries the 
mutual 
companies 
have 
practically 
driven out all others, while,in others

countries 
the govern­ 
ing nt leads in organizing and financ­ 
ing the companies, while in others it

RUSSIA AND T H E JEWS 


T he law of the “pale” has been one 
of the darkest chapters In the history 
of the 
Russian 
empire. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement is made that Russia con­ 
templates the abolition of ibis cruel 
and discriminatory 
policy 
which I? 
gratifying and 
civilization 
will re­ 
joice when it is accomplished. This 
inhuman system made it impossible 
for a man, however worthy he might 
be, to live in certain territory or to 
enjoy “life, liberty and 
the 
pursuit 
of happiness” within the prescribed 
area from which he was barred. Tile 
“pale” system has led to the perpe­ 
tration of deeds too horrible for be­ 
lief, and has numbered the innocent? 
in many 
thousands 
among its vic­ 
tims. 
Since tile beginning 
of 
the war 
Russia has had opportunity to learn 
some of the sterling qualities of her 
Jewish subjects. They have won dis­ 
tinction in many of the most desper 
ate battles, and 
have 
proved their 
worth as constructionists in civil life. 
A short time 
since, 
a 
committee 
from the Russian diana visited Eng­ 
land aud France to investigate con­ 
ditions, and as a result it has decided 
in favor of the abolition of the Jew­ 
ish pale. Alexis Aladin, a member of 
the duma, is quoted by a London pa 
per as saying: 
“B’s a step of im­ 
mense importance and one that must 
arrest the 
attention 
of 
the 
whole 
world.” He expressed his confidence 
that the bill 
to 
abolish 
the 
pale 
would be passed by the duma. 
Some good may therefore 
be ex­ 
pected to come 
out 
of the present 
devastating war; but it seems strange 
that 
such 
a 
mighty 
catastrophe 
should be necessary to open the eyes 
of Russia 
to 
the 
great 
injustice 
which she

long perpetrated 
against a patient and cruelly oppress­ 
ed people.

Johnson Connty, Mo., Survey Sheds 
Some Light. 
It is often asked why one farmer is 
more successful than 
another 
when 
both seem to have equal opportunity 
for success. A study of the Johnson 
county, Missouri, management survey 
region with this point in mind has in­ 
d i t e d that the reasons 
for a dif­ 
ference iii the degree of success at­ 
tained by the different, farmers lies in 
the following points; 
The first is a good sized business, 
j A man must have 
enough 
land so 
j that he can use his 
time 
and the 
time of his work stock and tools with 
the greatest efficiency. 
This means 
in- less than 120 acres nor more thap 
500 acres for general Missouri condi­ 
tions, the preferable size being be*- 
tween 200 and 400 acres. 
' he proper amount 
and distribu­ 
tion 
of 
capital. 
The 
investment 
should not vary widely from the aver­ 
age of the region, 
either 
in invest­ 
ment per acre or in the distribution 
of investment. 
A farming system which furnishes 
a maximum amount of labor 
from 
which returns are realized, either di­ 
rectly or indirectly, 
and 
which in­ 
cludes a minimum 
of 
labor 
from 
which no return 
is 
realized. 
Each 
workman on a farm should have pro­ 
vided for him not less than 160 days 
ot productive labor, and each horse 
should have not less than 50 days of 
productive labor. 
Many 
farms run 
much below these figures. 
The second essential is a business 
of high quality. 
The first point In 
this connection is crop yields. Yields 
should run from 
average 
to about 
one-fifth above the 
average 
for the 
region. The man who falls below the 
average in yields has an uphill job. 
Not only must crop yields be good, 
bu* on farms where some feeding is 
done the feeding operations must be 
efficient. 
All 
classes 
of live stock 
should return at least $140 for every 
$100 worth of feed consumed, if good 
wages are to be realized for a man’s 
time. Some of the 
best 
feeders get 
much more than this. Some classes of 
stock can pay a 
profit 
by returning I 
less than this, but in general this rate 
of return will give good wages and 
pry market price for the feed con­ 
sumed. 
A reasonable degree of diversity is 
also necessary for successfully oper­ 
ating a farm. Unless special 
or un* 
ural conditions justify a highly spec­ 
ialized type of farming, a farm should 
have several sources of income to de­ 
pend upon. The cotton farmers of the 
south at the time the boll wevil ap­ 
peared serves as a good illustration 
of the danger of 
having 
only on© 
source of income. A man who is de­ 
pending entirely on the sale of hogs 
is rn bad shape if the cholera gets his 
hogs one year, but if a man has sev­ 
eral sources he can lose one or per­ 
haps two sources and still have some 
income. 
The most successful farms 
in the region studied had from three 
to seven or eight sources—probably 
three to six will give 
the 
best re­ 
sults.—O. R. Johnson, 
Missouri CV 
lege of Agriculture.
